In addition to the evidence of Elizabeth 
Mansell, Misa Goddard s that the 
sppellant went to stay at her house in 
July, 1888, and came there frequently 
between that day and December. He came 
again in July, 1839, and returned in Septem- 
ber. The first time was on September 13th 
for one night only. On September 16th 
the appellant wrote from Maldon, 
in Essex, asking if he could have a 
room for threo months, but he was not 
quite sure of his movements. He would be 
in town shortly, and would bring up a brace 
of Gartridges, He came on September 26th 
and stayed until the 29th or 30th. Before he 
left ho gave her a cheque in payment of his 
. He called again in October, when there 
was a room ready for him, but he did not 
remain. Appellant’s counsel admitted that 
his client had acted with great indiscretion 
towards the girl, and that in September, 1888, 
he spent ono night with her at May's Hotel. 
He also admitted that in 1839 he did on 
occasions occupy a room at Miss Goddard's, 
but denied altogether that he was thero in 
Soptember, 1833. ‘Ihe baby was born on 
J 2nd, 1890, and therefore the appellant 
could not possibly be tho father. In 
fact, tho girl admitted having been intimate 
with another man; and a woman had com- 
plained to Miss Goddard of her servant hav- 
ing gong to Kempton Park races with her hus- 
band. When she wrote to tho appellant she 
stated she meant to put an end to her life, 
and on being told she had better consult a 
solicitor, received as a reply the modest re- 
quest for p ment of £1 a week for the support 
child. Of conrso all arrangements 

wero refused by Mr. Froke Palmer, whoa 
peared for the appellant, and then Miss God- 
dard took up tho case by writing to the 
appellant, and stating if nothing was done 
for the girl Mansell she would write to his 
mother and ox him. ‘The dates given by 
Miss Goddard were wrong, and tho case 
inst tho appellant was a ie up.” 
ithe appellant could account for time 
during tho whole of the month of September, 
1889, and it would be shown that on only one 
night did he remain in town, and then it 
was at the house of a Mrs. Elder, and on only 
one occasion did he call for an hour in the day 
time, tosee Miss Goddard. ‘1 heappellantsaid 
ho lodged in Miss Goddard’s house in 1833, and 
on September 14th he had been intimate with 
the girl Mansell, but never since then. He 
was on tho Continent in the autumn of 1889, 
and in the month of September of that year 
he was at home at Maidon, and, with the ex- 
ception of the days he used to come to town 
to read witha gentleman in the Temple, re- 
turned home every afternoon.

A TRAINER OF YOUNG THIEVES. 
A grey-haired man named John Smith, and 
arespoctable-looking lad of 18, named Wiiliam 
Mitchell, woro charged at the Mansion House 
on the 3ist ult. with loitering in Cheapside, 
and attempting to pick pockets.—It appeared 
from the evidenco of Robinson, a City detec- 
tive, that the prisoner Smith was well known 
to the police as a trainer of boy thieves, nnd 
soveral respectable lads had got into serious 
trouble in coasequence of their having, un- 
fortunately, fallen into his clutches. The 
prisoners were watched, and Mitchell was 
seen trying to pick the pockets o? several 
ladies and gentlemen, evidently under tho 
instruction and advice of Smith. Both 
were evontually taken into custody. It ap- 
peared that tho lads accompanying the pri- 
soner Smith wore always put forward to com- 
mit the actual robberies, while Smith either 
“covered” them, or watched to see what 
amount of cleverness was displayed by them. 
From the evidence of Cook, a warder at Hol- 
loway Prison, it appeared that in 1875 the pri- 
soner was convicted at the Middlosex Sessions 
of a serious robbery for which ho was son- 
tenced to eight years’ penal servitude. He 
was released on aticket-of-loave, but was con- 
victed shortly afterwards of another robbery 
and sentenced to seven years’ penal servitude 
and on a third occasion he was ordered to 
undergo another period of five yer.

Mr. Chamberlain attended the dinner of
